Our sincere sympathy is tendered 
the family of the I'ate Geo. E. Mac- 
millan, in -the heavy loss they have ^us- 
tained by his death. The University 
has lost an exempl-ary s^tudent, and 
his fellow students a most estimable 
friend and comrade. 

Surprise has been often expressed 



that chjess seems to find sJight favour 
amongsit us. There are chess clubs 
at nearly all the large American 
colleges, and there is no reason why 
this kind of intellectual game should 
not be played here more extensively 
than it is. On the other hand, we 
students have so much brain work 
to do that we may be weld pardoned 
for spending as much of our spare 
time as possible in the open air. The 
question as to whether chess should le 
a much played game in College is a 
debatable one. 
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By founding deparLments of Fores- 
try, two of the large Ontario Uni ver- 
ities have opened up a new sphere 
of usefulness, that of forest engineer. 
Although the Can;idian Universities 
are somewhat behind the American 
in inaugurating these departments, 
they have not waited until the actual 
need has made itself too keenly felt 
The rapid decrease in the size of 
timbered areas was noted years ago 
by the authorities to the south of us. 
The foresight and wisidom of the Uni- 
versities of Toronto and Queen's are 
beyond question. The United States 
possesses a bureau of I^'orestry, and 
chils year'9 appropriation is nearly 
$200,000. 

We are not so far advanced as this, 
but a decided beginning has been 
made, and before long we ca,n hope 
that McGill will have her chair of 
Forestry as well as the sister Univer- 
sities in the neighbouring provino^^ 

The actual curriculum has n^i hs 
yet been clearly outlined, nor are 
inducements isufficient, just at prel 
sent, to lead students into this new 
profession; but it is to be romember 
ed that, only ten or jifteen years ago, 
the courses for mining were under 
somewhat similar conditions. Though 
perhaps unpromising -to-day, the pro- 
fession of Forestry is bouul to ao- 
vance just as the profession of min- 
ing engineering has done. 

The study of the nature and special 
uses of the different kinds of tree, 
problems of water suppjly for canals 
and rivers, the drainage and irriga- 
tion of tracts of land, all such are 
matters deserving earnsst thought 
and scientific treatment 

We thought a very few years ago 
that our timber areas were inex- 
haustible. A problem that is con- 
fronting the country now is, how are 
the lands to be re-timbered and 
the immense industries involved made 
to endure. The problem is well worth 
University attention. 



News of the impending retirement 
of Dean Johnson and Dr. Clark Mur- 
ray comes as a surprise to the un- 
dergraduates of McGill. 

Bo:h g;entlemen have been connected 
with the University for a long pe- 
riod of years, and both have been 
powerful factors in Lhe growth 
of the institution, and the studies 
purs.ued by successive classes. 

Dean Johnson has been known in 
past years as an astute mathemati- 
cian, and a vigorous teacher. Of late 
years his talents have been direct- 
ed more to administracive duties in 
connection with ihe University, and 
in this he has always, s:ri7en to ep 
up the traditions of college life, and 
maintain the dignity and authority of 
his office. Dean Johnson will retire 
with wishes from all That it might 
have been otherwise, and that his 
declining years could have been spent 
where his heart has been for so long. 

Dr. Clark Murray will be 67 years 
of age when he retires. For thirty 
years he has filled the chair of ]\u m- 
tal and Moral Philosophy at McGill, 
and for ten years previously he oc- 
cupied a similar position ivt Quecu^, 
Dr. Murray has been noited amongst 
the students for his kindly relations 
towards them, and his ever readiness 
to help them over difficulties, and de- 
sire to make clear and interesting 
the subjects lie taught. 

The student body will learn the 
news of Dr. Murray's intended letire- 
ment with sincere regret, and he will 
without doubt be followed into pri- 
vate life by th.e kindliest feelings and 
respect of those he has taught. 

Our hockey team has at last ''made 
good," and by defeating Queen's last 
week has placed us within measurable 
distance of the championship. There is 
only one more game to play in the 
seiies, that with 'Varsity, on Friday 
next. If we can win this game

DEATH OF GEORGE E. MAC 
MILLAN. 

The laws of Providence are indeed 
mysterious, as was recently exempli- 
fied in the md and regretable demise 
of George E. Macmillan, a student of 
this University, in Arts '05. He was 
taken ill on Wednesday, January 
28, and was confined to his room till 
the following Saturday, when tihe seri- 
ousnec'o of his condition rendered it 
advisable to remove him to the Gen- 
eral Hospital. Here it was discover- 
ed that an advancc^l case of appendi- 
citis had developed, and an operation 
was consequently deemed expedient, 
which he underwent on Saturday. The 
res:.urt, however, did not prove as suc- 
cessful as was anticipated. During the 
following week no improvement was 
observed, and his system gradually 
weakened through inability to take 
nourishment. 

His condition towards the end of 
the week became very critical, ana 
on Sunday, scarcely anyone was per- 
mitted to see him. 

A consultation of doctors was held, 
and it was realized that his chances of 
recovery, under the circumstances, were 
hopelciss. They then decided, as a 
last re.i-.ourc.e, to hazard the desperate 
chances of a second operation. 

On Tuesday, a little after noon, two 
minutes before the ether was admin- 
istered, his father, Hugh Macmillan, 
arrived from hij distant home in 
Prince Edward Island. His son recog- 



nized and sipoke to him; there was 
a short int;erview, and then both se- 
parated to meet no more in this life. 
The operation was performed, but it 
was unavailing, and by two o'clock 
that afternoon, Ge3rge E. Macmillan 
had passed to the Great Unknown. 

Th(^ father left the city at 7 o'clock 
that same evening, taking with him 
to his sorrowful family the inanimate 
form of his dead son. A number of 
students and friends of the deceased 
had ass-embled at the s^tation ito wit- 
ness the melancholy departure. 

This is the second great affliction 
to befai: this family. A few years ago, 
a:icther son died, under almost ithe same 
sad circumstances. He had graduat- 
e l with disitinction in Arts, taking the 
go:d medal for Clns.sics, and was pro- 
ceeding for the decree of M.A. A cold 
contracted, however, and developing 
into consumption carried him off with- 
in about a year from his graduation. 

George E. Macmillan, the deceased, 
was a native of New Haven, 
P.E.I He received his preli- 
minary education at the Prince of 
Waiej Codlege, Charjotitetown. where 
he pa-s*sd with distinciion. 

He obtained scholarships in McGill 
during, the two years of his attend- 
ance, and would have tried for one 
next year had he survived. 

In his Academical studies, he was 
very succesoful, his name often ap- 
pearing at the head of several list*. . 

The deceased was exceptionally pop- 
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ular with his fellow <studeiits He 
was of a manly, frank and open dis- 
position, always cheerful and opti- 
mistic, and a participant in many Col- 
lege functions. He was an active 
member of the Historical and Liter- 
ary Societies, and also one of the 
strongest supporters of the Y.M.C.A. 

He was in all respects a noble 
model of a young man, and his loss 
will be lamented by all who had occa- 
sion to come in contact with him, 
particularly his cLassmiaites of '05. 



THE RHODES SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The provisions of Cecil Rhodes' will 
betoken an exceptional characler for 
the testator. The same might be said 
for the manner of its wording. The 
will appeared in the London Tunes, 
April 5, 1902, the opening lines 
being: — 

"I admire the grandeur and loneli- 
ness of the Matoppos in Rhodesia, 
and therefore I desire to be buried in 
the Matoppois on the hill, which I used 
to visit, and which I called the 'View 
of the World,' in a square to be cut 
in the rock on 'the top of the hill, 
covered with a brass plate with these 
words thereon: — 'Here lie the remains 
of Cecil John Rhodes.' " 

After many provisions for differ- 
ent purposes, a farm to be used as. a 
model farm for the people of Rhode- 
sia, and one hundred thousand pounds 
to **My Old Colleie, Oriel College, in 
the University of Oxford," and others 
beside, there follow the all-important 
ones for the Oxford Scholarships. It 
has iseemed to be the popular opinion 
that the executors of the will were 
free to create additional scholarships 
for the colonies, or for particular 
educational institutions. This im- 
pres'sion is an erroneous one. The 
will allots one scholarship to each of 
the following colonial posses^sions: 
Natal, New South Wales, Victoria, 



South Australia, Queensland, Western 
Australia, Tasmania, New Zealand, 
Ontario, Quebec, Jamaica, Newfound- 
land, Bermudas. To these "one and no 
more'' is the number 

Additional acholarshipis are provided 
by a clause, It is true, but these, to 
the number of two for each state or 
territory, are for al'lotment to the 
United States. 

Another important condition is that 
the scholars who go up to Oxford 
enter the University as Undergradu- 
ates, and not, as is frequently thq^ight, 
as post graduate students; as a matter 
of fact, there is only one po'St gradu- 
ate course at Oxford, namely, that for 
the degree of Bachelor of Civil Daw, 
which is open to those only who pos- 
sess an **Ails'' degree. 

The further reading of the will em- 
pha.sises the testator's high apprecia- 
tion of residential Universities. He 
recognizes the fact that fifty or more 
South African students are at Edin- 
burgh, attracted there by the renown 
of the Medical School. He would have 
liked to bestow some scholarships on 
this seat of learning, but *^owing to 
its not having such a residential sys- 
tem" as is found at Oxford, he feels 
himself obliged to refrain from doing 
so. The scholarships are of the value 
of three hundred pounds each, and 
in the bestowal of these the testator 
desires that regard be had to: — 

(1) Literary ami schdltatstic attain- 
ments, for which three-tenths of the 
marks are given. 

(2) Fondness and success in manly 
outdoor sports, such as cricket, foot- 
ball, etc. 

For the\3e qualifications two-tenths 
of the marks. 

(3) Qualities of manhood, truths, 
couraige, devotion to duty and sym- 
pathy for the protection of the weak, 
kindness,, unselfishness and fellow- 
ship — three-tenths of the marks. 

(4) The exhibition during school- 
days of moral force of character, and 
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of instincts to lead and to take an 
interest in his schoolmates, for these 
latter attributes will be likely to 
guide him to esteem the performance 
of public duties as his highest aim. 

The marks for the first qualification 
are to be obtained by examination; 
the second and third by ballot by the 
fellow students of the candidate; for 
the fourth, by ihe head master of the 
candidate's school. 

A further provision is that no stu- 
dent shall be qualified or disqualified 
for election to a scholarship on ac- 
count of his race or religious opinions. 

Upon learning that the German Em- 
peror made instruction in English 
compulsory in the public schools of 
the Empire, Mr. Rhodes executed a 
codicil establishing fifteen scholarships 
at Oxford of two hundred and fifty 
pounds each for students of German 
birth. 

The portion of the will dealing with 
these scholarships concludes as fol- 
lows: — **In order that the scholars 
past and present may have opportu- 
nities of meeting and discussing their 
experiences and pr^ospects, I desire 
that my trustees shall annually give 
a dinner to the past and present scho- 
lars able and willing to attend, at 
which I hope my trustees or some 
of them will be able to be present, and 
to which they wHl, I hope, from time 
to time, invite as guests persons who 
have shown sympathy with the views 
expressed by me in this my will." 



THE EQUITABLE ASSURANCE 
CO S. OFFER TO ARTS 
GRADUATES. 

The Secretary of the University, 
Mr. Vaughan, has sent us the fol- 
lowing letter: — 
My Dear Sir: — 

About a year ago we wrote you re- 
garding the School of Life Assurance 
conducted by this. -Society, last sum- 
mer. This ischool .proved to be such 



a great success that we have decided 
to make it an annual feature, and the 
seSrSion for 1903 will beigin on Wed- 
nesday, July 1, and continue through- 
out that month. We should be glad 
to enroll for the coming seasJon, a few 
bright men from your graduating class 
of this, year, men who in your opinion 
would probably make a success of 
the life assurance business, and whom 
you can recommend as to energy, in- 
tegrity and ability. Other things be- 
ing equal, we prefer men 23 years of 
age and over, and those who have 
partly or wholly worked their way 
through College. At the close of the 
school the members of the clas^ will 
be given positions, with our different 
agencies throughout the United 
Statt^s. Their employment wiH be on 
a commission basis, iso that the amount 
they can make will be limited only 
by their ability and energy, but they 
will be guaranteed to begin with an 
income of $15.00 per week. 

We enclose herewith a few blank 
forms of application for membership, 
which we would appreciate your 
having filled out by such of your 
Senior^ as can qualify under the 
above suggestions, and as desire to 
enter the class. 

As our class this year will be limit- 
ed to 150, it is very desirable that we be 
advised at the earliest possible time 
as to those who wish to join the same 
from your College." 

The endeavour of the Equitable is 
to help College men to bridge over 
the gap which intervenes between 
graduation and beginning a business 
career. As is well known, a large per- 
cent, of clever young men on leaving 
College engage in business pursuits 
where they are subordinate to men 
who are their inferior in nearly every 
respect, except in actual business 
experience. At a **dinner in Toronto 
last winter, one of our ablest jour- 
nalists said that, so long as our Colleges 
turned out * wooden men/ journalists 
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could not look to them for raw mat- 
erial." In an^^wer to any enquiry, a rail- 
road pros'ident seated That though there 
were richly endowed educational in- 
stitutions in the same city as the head 
offices of his company his officials 
had to seek live young men outside 
these Colleges, on account of the un- 
practical attitude of the students to- 
wards their work. 

A letter similar to the above was 
ssnt a year ago to the different heads 
of Co^lleges,, here and across the line. 
In response, ;as soon as college work 
c osed, the graduates to the number 
of one hundred and twenty-five from 
Yale, Harvard, etc., young men of 
energetic mind, pleasing address and 
good physique presented themselvt^s, 
and were selected by the officials of 
the company. Over this large Class 
Mr. Tarbell, vice-president of the 
company, placed as instructprs the 
raost efficient and successful of his 
managers and inspectors. 

The inistruction was given in the 
company's library in New York. The 
ablest men in insurance addressed 
them, taught them and conversed with 
them on the matters pertaining to 
successful work in life assurance. In 
the evenings they accompa'nied the 
students to places of interest, and 
£pent evenings with them. After a 
couple of weeks' instruction the stu- 
dents were invited to go out into the 
ci:y and do actual insurance work. 
After some work each day difficul- 
tiei3 and methods were discussed in 
the clas's. In this way students 
gain(»d in a mouth what other men 
had to work years, to acquire. The 
business of insurance to-day is im- 
menoe, and in the same class with 
banking and transportation. Life in- 
surance now provides not only 
against death, it assures creditors, 
steadies speculations and protects 
mortgaged real estate. In the actu- 
arial departments of great insurance 
companies, men of a mathematical 
inclination may find employment 



where salaries run from $750 to ?10,000. 
We are glad to note that the Equit- 
abje Lif(^ Insurance Co. has found 
out that college graduates are neither 
**wooden men" nor ^'unpraccical,'' a-i 
the journalist and the railroad pre- 
sident have respectively characterized 
them. Railroad companies do not 
offGT very handsome inducemeits for 
College men in the way of p^-^unijry 
remuneration. If College men were 
built of "wood," the Equitable would 
drop instead of renewing its experi- 
ment of last year. Before ^ a 11 road, 
presidents and able journalists classify 
College men, let us ask the-m to offer 
fair inducements, and the latter will 
show what a College course has done 
for them. Regarding the above offer, 
Mr. Vaughan says: — *'The forms of 
application referred to in the letter 
are in my office, where they can be 
filled up, and I shall be glad to assist 
and advise any student who may wish 
to make an application." 



COLLEGE SONGS. 

Songs^ as heard amofigst college 
students come from innumerable 
sourcesv A great many are from the 
German Universities still clothed in 
Latin. The tunes are also of various 
origin. Some are first heard behind the 
foot-lights in the theatres. Others are 
taken from the hymn-book. Still a great 
many are peculiarly college songs. 

The earliest record of a singing society 
goes back to 1786; when one was form- 
ed at Harvard. Until the middle of 
last century, students had not a very 
extensive repertoire. Yale and Harvard 
students made good use of such songs 
as "Oft in the Stilly Night/' "The 
Harp that once through Tara's Hall/' 
and other sentimental melodies of Tom 
Moore. 

R. S. WiIh$"(l3rother of N. P.), who 
belonged to tlie'cfas^ of Yale '41, brought 
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from Germany^ where he studied music, 
many of the songs which German stu- 
dents made use of. Some of these were 
the Latin songs, which have not lost 
much of their popularity— if insertion in 
all colleges song-books is a criterion. 
Thus we find " Integer Vitae/' " Gau- 
deamus Igitur," " Lanriger Horatius." 
Other ditties decidedly less classical also 
come to us such as Crambambuli," 
"Litoria/' "Upidee"— (it was rank ir- 
reverence to set Longfellow's words of 
"Excelsior'' to this tune). Though 
still in the song-books, these are not 
much heard nowadays, and no effort 
however great can prevent theatre 
songs from taking their place. 

As a general rule, singing among stu- 
dents is of two classes, that of the 
trained choruses and glee clubs^ and the 
other takes in what all students par- 
ticipate in. This latter is the genuine 
student singing. Regular training has. 
enabled musical societies at some of the 
colleges to put forth some fine examples. 
Some of the work done by the McGill 
Glee Club at the last concert was ex- 
ceptionally good. The objection made 
(perhaps justly enough), to students' 
singing is that, it ,is ''too indiscrimi- 
nately spirited." I don't know whether 
the critic who said this asked himself 
if students aim at amusement or ar- 
tistic perfection. To the greater majority, 
however, this fault is not a very great 
one. Musicians recognize that even in 
trained student glee clubs the singing 
if. too rich in vigour, too wanting in light 
and shade; but students need not 
trouble themselves about such little mat- 
ters as light and shade. What is sought 
is only amusement. For this reason^ 
though most Universities have a par- 
ticular song-book, still the popular songs 
amongst students are not those learnt 
by a study of the song-books, but such 
catchy songs as are quickly picked up 
in theatres. The songs do not live long, 
but there are always others to take their 
place. The following songs are in every 
college song-book, though not much is 



known about them Horatius Lanri- 
ger." This is a favourite at some colleges 
especially in singing of the quieter sort. 
It is in praise of the theme dum vi- 
vimus, vivamus. Students of Yale 
sometimes sing English words instead 
of Lafin. The version is by L. W. Fitch 
(Class of 1840). 

Poet of the laurel wreath, 
Horace, true thy saying : 

Time outstrips the tempest's breath, 
For no mortal staying,'' etc. 

A song much used by German stu- 
dents is one beginning " Thou, thou 
reignest;' which is an old folk-song. 

American college students have laid 
violent hands on this piece of music 
(the words at least). Though the ori- 
ginal is a tender sentimental ditty, it is 
known on this side the pond as Yah, 
Yah nix cum arvus, Lager beer." 

*'Bingo" — This is the favourite march- 
ing song at nearly all the American col- 
leges. The strongly marked emphasis of 
the musical measures readily explains 
this. Another reason is that, the number 
of verses can easily be increased ad inftni- 
ium, the song lasting as long as the 
procession. They are very adaptable 
also to any purpose with slight changes 
or substitutions. Here's to good Old 
Harvard " is easily altered to Here's 
to good Old Princeton/' and so on. Any 
occurence meriting the invitation *'drink 
it down " can be accompanied with the 
tune of Bingo." The song first appear- 
ed at Yale, and is perhaps a genuine 
college song. 

"Lovely Night.'— This is one of the 
finest quartettes found in college song- 
books. It is short, and not extensively 
elaborated, and yet it taxes the capa- 
cities of even good singers. It is the 
work of Franz Xavier Chwatal, a Bo- 
hemian (died in 1879). He taught 
'music from the age of fourteen to 
twenty-seven, at Merseberg^ and wrote 
extensively both music and on musical 
subjects. He wrote very few songs, 
the particular one here mentioned be- 
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ing his most felicitous vocal composi- 
tion. 

The origin of My Bonnie is un- 
known. Students coming from all parts 
often brmg airs and words of songs 
from their own homes. Such become 
much changed both as to verses and 
melody from the original^ and the pro- 
cess of tracing back is a difficult one. 
Many songs appear in the college song- 
sters, no mention being made as to 
author or composer. 

" Chin-a-Ling " has a comparatively 
recent history as a college song. The 
tune is catchy, being carried by baritone 
as a solo, the tenors and basses accom- 
panying it. Room is made in this song 
for the whistler ; whistling here produces 
quite a desirable effect. 

The German student song "Schwarz- 
braunes Madchcn" has come to us under 
the title "Nut Brown Maiden." There 
usually a footnote appended to teach 
students (as if they did'nt know), that 
** there may be many other verses of 
the same sort composed " in honour of 
a particular young lady. 

**Gaudeamus Igitur." — This is a song 
of rejoicing ''juvenes dum simus.'' — 
While we are Young — This song also 
comes from the German Univer- 
sities, where it is reserved for im- 
portant occasions. A strict code of 
etiquette over there rules such matters. 

They use it for example after a re- 
turn from a torch hght funeral, an 
honour granted to a beloved fellow- 
student, or to a revered professor. 

The song celebrates loyalty to Aca- 
demia," praises " omnes virginies,'' and 

respublica." Its pereal tristitia is 
the latinized command, Begone ! dull 
care. 

Intiger Vitae- — The musical setting 
to this beautiful ode was the basis of a 
permanent reputation for its composer^ 
Ferd Friedrich Flemming. Under the 
title of its composer's name it is found 
in many American hymn-books. Flem- 
ming was a physician (1777), who wrote 



much music for Zelter's " Sing Acada- 
mie.'' The melody of Integer Vitae re- 
sembles Webbe's Glorious Apollo, but 
the resemblance could only have been 
accidental. Flemming is known in music- 
al history, as the composer of " Intiger 
Vitae."

AN ORIGINAL UNIVERSITY. 

One of the strangest sighfcs in a 
curious city is the Musselman Uni- 
versity of El Azhar, in Cairo. 
Founded by the Khalif EI Aziz, in 
988, it has outridden all the storms 
that have disturbed Egypt. It is 
a combination of mosque, college and 
inn, almost buried amongst a eon- 
fused heap of buildings. There is no 
impasing facade to charm the eye. 
The only noticeable point in its ex- 
ternal appearance is a set of six 
minarets pointing silently upward. 
The Christian, desirous of not wound- 
ing the religious susceptibilities of the 
Mohammedan, slips his feet into large 
Turkish slippers and enters without 
profaning sacred soil. After travers- 
ing ia corridor and passing groups of 
fruit and vegetable merchants, the 
court of the institution is reached. 
Here an impression, not to be soon 
forgotten, is produced. Under the 
dazzling Egyptian sun a fairy-like 
scene of white columns, archways and 
balustrades greets the visitor. Here 
are grouped representatives of all 
nationalities and colours, all ages and 
sizes, in nearly every posture from 
standing straight to lying prone on 
the ground, everything in a seeming- 
ly inextricalile confusion. There are 
children sitting Turkish fashion next 
to old men, Arab youths running 
about gesticulating, others talking 
quietly, still more doing so noisily. 
The whole means simply their 
period of recreation. Around the cen- 
tral court open low halls, their ceilings 
supported by marbled columned 
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arclies. The largest of these halL^ 
contains nine naves and one hundred 
and forty columns. Here lectures are 
given and prayers are recited, each 
stolid worshipper with his face turn- 
ed devoutly towards Mecca. Near the 
foot of the pillars the professors 
teach the students, comment on pass- 
ages of the Koran or explain scien- 
tific problems. The lessons done, all 
march oft' with Oriental gravity. 

The rich here seem to forget their 
money, the poor are not grouped by 
themselves. One motive actuates the 
entre body of students— to acquire 
learning. The wealthy occupy lodg- 
ings where they like. The Universitj^ 
provides, free of charge?, both rooms 
and board for those too poor to pro- 
vide for themselves. The countiy has 
looked to this, and private endow- 
mentis have done the rest. Three hun- 
dred blind live and study here. To 
facilitate the caring for Jndigent stu- 
dents these are divided (as was the 
custom in the middle ages, according 
to nationality) into two groups: (1) 
thosa from Northern Africa; (2) 



those from other parts.

No one pays for the instruction he 
gets; private tuition helps to fill the 
purses of the professors. If these 
need more, they occupy religious posits 
to which salaries are attached. The 
studies comprise the reading and 
copying of the Koran, grammar, re- 
ligion, jurisprudence, logic, rhetoric, 
versification. Above all things curi- 
ouis to a McGill man is the fact that 
there are no such things as ex- 
aminations. This one desideratum 
for some of us would make the uni- 
versity a little paradise. When the 
Arab student thinks he knows enough 
he becomes a professor. Nobody 
<luestions his right, nobody examines 
him. He simply stops studying and 
begins teaching. In this ancient 
land a process of evolution has long 
since eliminated that curious and 
interesting creature, the examiner.

McGill lined up against Queen's 
in Kingston on Friday. Feb. 13. and 
after a fast and very exciting game of 
hockey won out by the score of 2 to 
I. Good, clean hockey was played 
throughout, there being only one or 
two men ruled ofif and these for slight 
offences. The ice was in fairly good 
condition, but tow^ards the end of the 
second half it began to get soft. Mr. 
H. W. Evans, of 'Varsity, made a 
very efficient referee, keeping a close 
eye on the players and on the puck. 
For the first 10 or 12 minutes of the 
game Queen's took the offensive, but 
were unable to score on account of 
the good work of the McGill defence. 
McGill then began to wake up, and* 
after some fast play, Molson made a 
rush the whole length of the rink and 
passed to Ryan, who scored. The 
next game went to Queen's after 
about five minutes of play, Walsh 
scoring in a rather flukey manner on 
a pass out from the corner. There 
was no further scoring in the first 
half, the play being marked by good 
defence work on both sides. In the 
second half, McGill had the better of 
the argument. The Queen's forwards 
did not seem able to get in any com- 
bination at all, and they were so 
closely watched that they could not 
shoot at critical moments. The work 
of the McGill forwards, on the other 
hand, was very good. They played 
good combination and checked back 
in a very effective manner, Crawford 
and Sims being especially noticeable 
in this respect. After about 10 min- 
utes' play Wurtele scored the winning 
goal on a pass from Sims. The rest 
of the game was very fast and McGill 
succeeded in scoring twice, but they 
were both called back. Merril, the 
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Queen's cover-point, made some great 
efforts to get down to the McGill net, 
but he was so closely watched by the 
]\IcGill forwards, and by Sims in par- 
ticular, that he did not do any ''dam- 
age/' The last five minutes of play 
were exceedingly fast, but neither side 
could score, so the timekeeper rang 
his dinner bell, stopping the game 
with McGill ahead!

INTERCOLLEGIATE FOOTBALL 
DELEGATES IN SESSION 

The Scliedule for Next Fall Drawn 
Up — Proposal to Adopt the Burn- 
side Rules Again Defeated. 

The semi-annual meeting of the Can- 
adian Intercollegiate Rugby Football 
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Union was held at the British-American 
Hotel, on Friday afternoon, the follow- 
ing being in attendance: President, G. 
B. McLennan, W. H. Maclnnes, A. E. 
Mahood, of Queen's; G. C. McDonald, 
W. Molson, W. W. Robinson, of Mc- 
Gill; \V. B. Hendry, 'Varsity; H. W. 
Evans, Trinity; Cadets Porteous and 
Dawson representing Bishop's; Cadets 
Hackett, Peters and Trimmer, Royal 
Military College. 

In order that the ball might be of 
some definite size, it was decided to 
name its dimensions thus: Eleven in- 
ches long, twenty-three inches in width 
circumference and thirteen and three- 
quarter ounces in weight. 

The Senior schedule was thus ar- 
ranged . 

Oct. 17th— Varsity at McGill. 
Oct. 24th— McGill at Queen's. 
Oct. 31st— Queen's at 'Varsity. 
Nov. 7th — 'Varsity at Queen's. 
Nov. 14th— Queen's at McGill. 
Nov. 21 St— McGill at 'Varsity. 
The Intermediate series' schedule was 
fixed thus : 

Section A— Oct. loth, Trinity at 
'Varsity II; Oct. 17th, 'Varsity II rU 
McMaster; Oct. 24th, McMaster at 
Trinity. 

Section B— Oct. 17th, Royal Military 
College at Queen's II; Oct. 24th, 
Queen's II at Royal Military College. 

Section C— Oct. 24th, McGill II at 
Bishop's; Oct. 3Tst, Bishop's at Mc- 
Gill II. 

In the Section A series the point 
system will be used, the same as in the 
Senior. In the other two sections, the 
winners will be declared on the majority 
of points scored in the two matches. 

The Intermediate finals will be : Win- 
ner of A vs. winner of B, at Toronto, 
on Oct. 31, and at Kingston on Nov. 
7. If the whinner of these matches be 
a Toronto team, then the final with the 
eastern winners to take place at King- 
ston on Nov. 14; if the winner is a 
Kingston team and the winner of sec- 



tion C be McGill II, then home and 
home matches on Nov. 14 and 21 ; 
ir the winners be a Kingston team and 
Bishop's, then one match at Montreal 
on Nov. 14. 

Mr. Hendry moved, seconded by 
Cadet Peters, that the Intercollegiate 
Union adopt the Burnside rules, as the 
O.R.F.U. has done. The mover made 
a strong appeal in support of the abo- 
lition of the present system. 

Mr. Maclnnes, of Queen's, claimed 
that the matter could not be dealt with 
at the present time, as it had been 
shelved at the annual meeting till next 
fall. He objected to the matter being 
dealt with now. President McLennan 
stated that the object of the motion 
passed last fall was to give Queen's and 
McGill a chance to test the rules, but 
they had been unable to do this. He 
had been a delegate to Toronto to see 
the 'Varsity-Argonaut match, and as 
an impartial judge he was not impress- 
ed with the new rules. He w^ould say 
that next season Queen's and McGill 
would play their Interyear matches 
under the Burnside rules. Then it 
would be time enough to consider a 
change. A year could not matter much. 
The president ruled the motion out of 
order, but Mr. Hendry appealed against 
this ruling. A vote was taken and the 
president sustained. Queen's, McGill 
Bishop's and part of R.M.C. delegates 
voting in favour of his ruling. Hence 
the Burnside rules will not be played 
by the Intercollegiate Union this year. 

W. Molson, of McGill, was elected 
secretary, in place of Mr. Reford, who 
resigned.

THE DANCE. 

Final Merger Completed — Nothing 
now can Stop the Affair. 

As reported in last week's Outlook, 
the outcome of the meeting of Monday, 
the Qth^ did not settle the troublesome 
Dance question, w^hich has proved more 
changing and bewildering than the Vene- 
zuela imbroglio or the Eastern problem. 

At one o'clock, Wednesday the nth. 
President MacMorran once again called 
the meeting to order, and after the usual 
preliminaries the great debate was open- 
ed. Mr. Parkins moved that the Under- 
graduates of the Faculty of Arts join 
with Science and the R. V. C, to give 
a united dance, and that a committee be 
chosen. The united eloquence of the 
meeting was then let forth, and reason^ 
sophistry, logic, rhetoric, philosophy, all 
the resources of speech were appealed 
to by Messrs Parkins, McMurtry, Har- 
ris, Papineau, Bovey, Dey, Couture, Mc- 
Gougan, Rubinowitz, Sheldon, McMor- 
ran, Wickware, Chandler, Dickenson 
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and Campbell. The previous action of 
Science in refusing to co-operate with 
Arts was resented by some members, 
explained by others : everybody had a 
different version from most reliable au- 
thority] one said the Science meeting 
was not representative^ another that it 
had been " packed/' a third that no 
meeting had been held at all, or if there 
had been a meeting no communication 
from Arts had been received, or if it 
had been received it hadn't been read ; 
and after hearing the explanations of 
Messrs. McMurtry, Harris, Chandler, 
Dickenson and McMorran on that ques- 
tion^ the meeting w^as sorely puzzled. 
Evidence on another point, however, was 
conclusive : it was proven tliat the Arts'- 
Science Dance was not " the Principal's 
pet scheme ; " it had been suggested to 
the Principal as the best possible solu- 
tion of the Dance question at the time, 
when Science and Arts were each want- 
ing a dance, but knew that only one 
could be held successfully^ and had been 
accepted by the Principal on recom- 
mendation of Dr. Colby. Therefore, it 
was argued, since the authorities have 
granted our legitimate demands, it 
would be reckless folly to oppose the 
authorities now for no other reason 
than that they had looked at first on 
our schemes wMth little favour. Since 
December, Arts had been fighting for 
a dance, persistently and with dignity, 
and now, when the fruit was within 
cur grasp, would we drop it? All Mont- 
real had heard of our struggle; what 
would they think if we backed down 
at the end and allowed others to enjoy 
the harvest of the seed we had sown? 
But the other side did not see things 
in this light. We have been fighting 
for an Arts' Dance, they said, and have 
been refused ; when we asked Science to 
join us we were turned down^ and now, 
after again starting an Arts' Dance, there 
was interference from high quarters to 
coerce us into combining with Science ; 
if we give in we are backing down^ and 
repudiating all our former declarations. 



As to public opinion, it has been misin- 
formed, and, anyway, we should not act 
to please the public, but to uphold our 
interests and our honour. We fought 
for an Arts' Dance; it was refused us, 
and we cannot recognize a joint dance 
as an Arts' function. The financial ar- 
gument was barely touched upon, and 
the R. V. C. escaped being the subject 
of many speeches. After an hour's dis- 
cussion, the vote was finally put. Fresh- 
men and Sophomores, though in a ma- 
jority, had listened, believing in the 
golden rule, and threw in their weight 
for the joint dance party, assuring its 
handsome victory. 

Nominations for committee resulted 
in the following candidates: — G. C. P. 
Couture '03^ A. D. Harris '03, E. R. 
Parkins '03, J. J. Rubinowitz '04, H. 
Walker '04, F. Dey '05, K. Perry and 
Pease '06. Then occurred the only re- 
gretable incident of the meeting. As 
it was late the nominees retired to al- 
low a show of hands instead of ballot- 
ing. Then the word was passed around 
to " knife " and " quash " the nominees 
who had held positions on the former 
committee, with only partial success, 
however. The voting resulted in the 
election of Messrs. Rubinowitz, Walker, 
Dey, Perry and Pease, the Fourth Year 
being unrepresented. In spite of its 
comparative weakness, the committee 
has thrown itself into the work of or- 
ganization with great energ>\ and the 
Dance of the i8th bids fair to equal if 
not surpass, that of January 16. 

DEAN JOHNSON AND DR 

CLARK MURRAY TO RESIGN. 

Will Take Effect Next September. 

The announcement has been made 
of the resignation of Dr. Johnson, 
Dean of the Faculty of Arts, and Dr. 
Clark Murray, professor of Moral 
Philosophy. In each case the resig- 
nation to take efifect on September 
next. 
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Both gentlemen, while permitted t 
resign, really come under, from the 
point of view of age, the resolution of 
the Board of Governors, which was 
passed about twelve months ago, and 
which necessitated the superannuation 
of all who had reached the limit which 
had been fixed. 

The following are the resolutions 
of the Board of Governors by which 
the resignations were accepted: — 

^'Resolved, that in accepting Dr. 
Johnson s resignation, the Board of 
Governors desires to place on record 
its high appreciation of the work done 
by Dr. Johnson for the University 
during his long period of service. 

For forty-five years — many of them 
years in which the position of the 
University was not so well assured as 
it is to-day — Dr. Johnson has been 
assiduous in the discharge of the var- 
ious duties of his office, not only as 
professor and teacher, but also as the 
executive head of the Faculty of Arts. 
His intimate acquaintance with the 
regulations of the University, and the 
painstaking care with which he has 
attended to the administration, have 
always impressed the members of the 
various University bodies with which 
he has been in contact. 

" In parting with Dr. Johnson the 
Board of Governors desires to express 
the hope that he will find much satis- 
faction and enjoyment in the pursuits 
and avocations to which he may now 
devote the leisure thus secured for 
him." 

^'Resolved, that in accepting the 
letter of resignation from the Rev. Dr. 
Clark Murray, professor of Moral and 
Mental Philosophy in the University, 
the Board of Governors desires to 
convey to him its deep sense of the 
value of the services he has rendered 
the University during his thirty-one 
years' tenure of his present chair. 

It is within the knowledge of every 
member of the Board that no profes- 
sor has exerted a greater influence for 



good on the minds of his students, 
and that no member of the staff has 
ever been more highly respected in 
every section of the community. To 
his intimate acquaintance with all the 
branches pertaining to his chair, Dr. 
Murray has added the gift of clear 
and lucid exposition of the most ab- 
struse questions and also a personality 
that wins the affectionate regard of 
all with whom he has to do. It is the 
confident expectation of the Board 
that as Professor Emeritus Dr. Clark 
Murray will continue to exercise his 
great intellectual gifts with increased 
satisfaction to himself and others, now 
that he is released from the active 
work of teaching.''

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ANNUAL MEETING OF THE 
YOUNG MEN S CHRISTIAN 
ASSOCIATION. 

The Nineteenth Annual Meeting 
of the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation of McGill University was held 
on Saturday evening, the 14th inst. 
Several members of the Faculty were 
present, and there was a large attend- 
ance of undergraduate members. A 
letter was received from Principal 
Peterson, regretting that an engage- 
ment outside the city prevented him 
from attending. 

The President's report showed ad- 
vance in all departments. The Fall 
Conference, which was held for the 
first time last fall, has proved of great 
value to the work. The work for new 
students at the opening of the session 
was carried on with greater energy 
than ever before. 

The new City Mission department, 
which enlists a large number of men 
in its work, has performed as great 
service Xp the students by developing 
an unselfish interest in others less 
favourably situated than themselves, 
as for those for whom the work is 
carried on. 

The attendance at the Sunday after- 
noon religious meetings shows an 
average increase of twelve over last 
year. The total membership for the 
work just closed is sixty-three in ad- 
vance of the previous year. Although 
the expenditure, on account of great- 
ly enlarged work, has been considera- 
bly increased, the Treasurer was able 
to present a satisfactory report. 

Reference was made to the death of 
George E. MacMillan. an active work- 
er in the Association, and the follow- 
ing resolution was passed :— Whereas 
it has pleased God to remove from 
this life George E. MacMillan, one of 
our most active members, resolved 
that this Association express appre- 
ciation of his manly Christian character 
and sympathy with his parents and 
friends in their bereavement.

FAKE EDITION. 

A Eint for our Anti-Dance 
Magnates. 

The biggest hoax ever perpetrated 
at Wisconsiin was sprung Saturday 
evening, by way of a fake edition of 
the College daily, the (Uinl'ninL The 
feature was the announcement that 
the "Junior prom.," the social event 
of the College Year, had been aban- 
doned, a bljick line across the top of 
the firs: page declaring: "There will 
be no Junior prom.," followed by a 
three-column article with a display 
heading: "Faculty forbids time-hon- 
oured function; Social committee alter 
stormy session votes the prom, must 
be given up; increased and unneces- 
sary extravagance, the reason, etc. 

The paper contains ot'her articles 
which are hardly less startling. One 
?ets forth that the commercial s^hol- 
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ars are to take a trip to the Michigan 
Iron mines, Illinois and Pennsylvania 
coal fields and the cities of New York, 
Chicago, Pittsburg, St. Louis and New 
Orleans, and that the United States 
Steel corporation has donated $1,500 
to help d(^fray the expenses. It is 
also stated that *'the members of the 
party will make a study of the the- 
atres in Chicago and New York." 

The leading editiorial considers 
g^eriously the use of the library stair- 
way. The column of items from other 
collleges contains such squibs as 
'^President Angell of Michigan is an 
favour of a sugar diet for athletes." 
President Angell of Michigan is an 
inveterate cigarette smoker." **There 
are thirty negroes in the Graduating 
Class at Harvard." ^^Presidemt Wood- 
row Wilson, of Princreton, in a heated 
argument over a historical contro- 
versy struck a student on the nose." 

In the advertisement of a furnish- 
ing goods dealer, **20-year uld lye" 
was substituted for collars and cuffs. 
The entire paper, outside of the ad- 
vertisements, was made up of fakes. 

The Cardinal editors are not re- 
SfPonsible for the hoax. In fact one of 
the best jokes is on them. The Cardi- 
nal had suspended publication until 
the Semester Examinations are over. 
Saturday, the editors of the SiJliinx, 
a rival college publication, took pos- 
session of the Cardinal office, in the 
Democrat office, where the paper is 
printed, and proceeded to get out the 
fake number. After it was print- 
ed, manager Raymer, of the Democrat, 
discovered that the paper was not 
pui: out by the regular staff and re- 
fused to let the papers go out with- 
out an order from the Cardinal man- 
agement. The jokers removed this 
difficulty by getting the Cardinal man- 
agers to sign a blank order, on the 
pretense that it related to something 
else, and after filling it in with the 
order to let the papers go. They 



were distributed Saturday night and 
Sunday morning, 'and commanded a 
premium in the University end of the 
town.
